NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the ceaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 14°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated? at 18,186,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended December 18th, 
December 25th, and January Ist, the rates had been 15-7, 14:9, 
and 16°6 respectively. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 hving were:—from all causes, 21:0 in Middles- 
brough, 21:1 in Dudley and in South Shields, 22°6 in Gloucester, 
22°9 in ‘Tynemouth, 23°3 in Blackburn, and 26°2 in Hastings ; 
from measles, 1-4 in Burnley, 1°5 in Bath, 2:1 in Stockport, and 
2°2 in Bristol; trom scarlet fever, 1°6 in St. Helens; and from 
duphtherva, 2°6in Hastings. No death from small-pow was registered 
in any of the ninety-six towns.

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Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For Lonpon there were 2107 BIRTHS and 1156 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
268 and the deaths 263 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 16°4, 15:5, and 17-4 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 18th, December 25th, and 
January Ist, fell last week to 13°3. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 15°7 per 1000, being 0°6 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1911-15. 

The number of deaths recorded is the lowest in any first week 
of the year since 1857. 

There was again one death from enteric fever registered last week 
as compared with 3, 2, and 1 in the preceding three weeks and a 
corrected average of 5. The deaths from measles, which had been 
10, 9, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 10, and were 32 
below the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 5, 6, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were again 6, 
this being 2 above the corrected average The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 15, 20, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 12, and were 5 below the corrected average; 4 of these 
belonged to the Borough of Poplar. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 25, 9 and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 17, this being 4 above the corrected average; 3 of them belonged 
to Bethnal Green. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 14, 15, and 24 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 14; of these 3 belonged to Bethnal Green. 
The deaths from inflwenza numbered 13, having been 18, 12, and 
19 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 70 deaths, all of which 
were the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 70 deaths, 9 were 
cases of suicide, 2 of homicide, and 1 of execution, while the 
remaining 58 were attributed to other forms of violence. ‘T'wenty- 
two of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to 
burns or scalds, 4 to drowning, and 4 of infants under one year of 
age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 60 cases of enteric 
fever, 28 of measles, 2825 of scarlet fever, 12 of whooping cough, 
and 1488 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 4, 8, and 8; of measles, 
10 cases, against 5, 9, and 7; of scarlet fever, 225 cases, against 
245, 206, and 254; and of diphtheria, 199 cases, against 201, 138,

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of November, 1915. The supply was in the ratio of 209 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS, 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 13°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated? at 18,156,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended December 25th, 
January Ist, and January 8th, the rates had been 14:9, 16-6, 
and 14°3 respectively. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 19°0 in Middlesbrough, 
19°8 in Barrow-in-Furness, 19°9 in Walsall, 20-1 in Dudley, 20°3 
in Barnsley, and 21°5 in Stockport; from measles 1:4 in Bristol, 
1-7 in Exeter and in Stockport, and 2°5 in Leicester ; from whooping 
cough, 1:2 in Leyton, 1:4 in Huddersfield, and 1°6 in Willesden ; 
and from diphtheria, 1:4 in South Shields, 1-6 in Barrow-in-Furness, 
1:7 in Hastings, 1°8 in Hornsey, 2:0 in Wakefield, and 2:1 in 
Gloucester. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-six towns.

For LoNnpoN there were 1838 BIRTHS and 1161 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
415 and the deaths 277 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. ‘lhe annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 15:5, 17°4 and 12°3, per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 25th, January Ist, and 
January 8th, rose last week to 18:4. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14°9 per 1000, being 1°5 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1911-15. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 1,and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks rose to 3, this being equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 9, 9, and 10 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 11, but were 30 below the 
corrected average ; of these 4 belonged tothe Borough of Finsbury. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 6, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 7 and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 20, 12, 
and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 15, but were 4 below 
the corrected average; of these 4 belonged toStepney. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 9, 15, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose further to 19 and exceeded the corrected average 
by 7; of these 3 belonged to Wandsworth ‘The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 24, and 14, 
in: the preceding three weeks, numbered 20; of these 3 belonged 
to Stepney and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from wflwenza numbered 
10, having been 12, 19, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 40 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Fifteen of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and 7 to burns and scalds. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 59 cases of enteric 
fever, 59 of measles, 2224 of scarlet fever, 14 of whooping cough, 
and 1476 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 8, 8, and 15; of measles, 
36 cases, against 9, 7,and 11; of scarlet fever, 244 cases, against 
206, 254 and 295 ; “of whooping cough, 2 cases, against 3, 
1, and 0; and of diphtheria, 174 cases, against 1388, 198, and 
199. Table 9, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of

‘Table | of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—tfrom all causes, 19°3 in Bradford and 
in Swansea, 20°9 in’ Huddersfield, 21-0 in West Bromwich, 21:4 
in Exeter atid in Bootle, 22:0 in Bury, and 25°9 in Ipswich ; from 
measles 1°7 in Bristol, 2°8 in Eastbourne, and '2°9 in Leicester ; 
from whooping cough, 1:6 in Middlesbrough, and .I-9)in Oxford ; 
and from diphtheria, 1-4 in Burnley and in Huddersfield, 1°8 in 
Cambridge, in Great Yarmouth, and in Bury, and 2°] in Gloucester.

15th, rose last week to 13°5. The death- rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 14°4 per 1000, being 2°8 per 1000 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1911-15. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 1,and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 1 below the corrected 
average. ‘lhe deaths from measles, which had been 9, 10, and 11 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 9, and were 31 below the 
corrected average ; of these 5 belonged tothe Borough of Finsbury. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 6, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 1 and were 4 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 12, 12, 
and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 16, but were 2 below 
the corrected average; of these 8 belonged to Lewisham. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 15, 17, and 19 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 16, but were 6 above the corrected 
average ; of these 8 belonged to Stepney and 3 to Wandsworth. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had 
been 24, 14, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 15; of 
these 4 belonged to Stepney. ‘The deaths from inflwenza numbered 7, 
having been 19, 12, and 10 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 56 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 50 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns and scalds, and 5 of infants 
under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to teturns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 59 cases of enteric 
fever, 61 of measles, 2257 of scarlet fever, 77 of whooping cough, 
and 1484 of diphtheria under treatment im these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 8, 15, and 3; of measles, 
15 cases, against 7, 11, and 36; of scarlet fever, 286 cases, against 
ae, 225, and 244; "of whooping cough, 66 cases, against 1, O, and. 

25 and of diphtheria, 208 cases, against 193, 199, and 174. Table Oy

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 14°0 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated? at 18,136,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended January 8th, 
January 15th, and January 22nd, the rates had been 14°3, 13-9, 
and 14:2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 19°7 in St. Helens, 
20:6 in Barrow-in-Furness and in South Shields, 21°3 in Barnsley, 
21°6 in Gloucester, and 22°2 in Dewsbury ; from enteric fever, 1°7 
in Reading; from measles, 1:3 in Swansea, 1°8 in Leicester, and 
1:9 in Burnley; from whooping cough, 1:4 1 Huddersfield and 
1:8 in Coventry; and from diphtheria, 1:5 in Preston and 1:6 in 
St. Helens. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2028 BIRTHS and 12038 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
205 and the deaths 350 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 13°38, 13:4 and 13°4, per 1000 
in the three weeks ended January 8th, January 15th, and January 
22nd, rose last week to 18:9. Thedeath-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 13°5 per 1000, being 3°8 per 1000 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1911-15. 

There was 1 death from enteric fever, the numbers in the preceding 
three weeks having been 1, 3, and 2 and the corrected average 3. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 10, 11, and 9 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell further to 8, this being 35 below the 
corrected average; 3 of these belonged to the Borough of Finsbury. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 7, and 1 in the 


preceding three weeks, rose to 6 and were 2 above the corrected 


average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 12, 15, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 19, but were! 2 
below the corrected average; of these 3 belonged to Chelsea and 3 
to Woolwich. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 17, 19, 
and 16, in the preceding three weeks, numbered 19, and were 6 
above the corrected average ; of these 3 belonged to Stepney and 3 to 
Southwark. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 14, 20, and 15, in the preceding three weeks, 
were 17; of these 3 belonged to Stepney. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 10, having been 12, 10,and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 39 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to other forms vf 
violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to burns and scalds, and 3 of infants under one year of 
age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.Y 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 45 cases of enteric 


fever, 54 of measles, 2189 of scarlet fever, 109 of whooping cough, 


and 1503 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 15, 3, and 4; of measles, 
12 eases, against 11, 386, and 15 ; of scarlet fever, 260 cases, against 
225, 244, and 286; of whooping cough, 383 cases, against 0, 2, and 
66 ; and of diphtheria, 214 cases, against 199, 174, and 208. Table 9, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 14°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated?t at 18,156,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended January 15th, 
January 22nd, and January 29th, the rates had been 13°9, 14-2, 
and 14°0 respectively. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—tfrom all causes, 20°3 in Reading, 
20°5 in Gateshead, 20°6 in Liverpool, 20°8 in Burnley, 21:1 in 
South Shields, 22-2 in Dewsbury, and 24°35 in West Hartlepool; 
from enteric fever, 1°7 in Wigan; from measles, 1-1 in Leicester, 
1-2 in Reading and in Nottingham, and 2°5 in Stockport; from 
whooping cough, 1°0 in Oldham, i-1 in Leicester, 1°6 in West 
Hartlepool, and 1°8 in Coventry; and from duphtheria, 1°6 in 
St. Helens. One death from small-pox was registered in Salford, 
but not one in any other of the ninety-six towns. |

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LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LonpOoN there were 1862 BIRTHS and 1206 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
304 and the deaths 386 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 13°4, 18°4 and 18°9, per 1000 
in the three weeks ended January loth, January 22nd and January 
29th, was last week again 13:9. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 13°7 per 1000, being 3°8 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1911-15. 

One death from enteric fever was registered, against 3,2, and 1, in 
the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average of 4. The deaths 
from measles, which had been 11, 9, and 8, in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 8 last week, and were 37 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, whichhad been 7, 1, and 6, 
in the preceding three weeks, were 7 last week, and were 3 above 
the corrected average. ‘he deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 15, 16, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 28 
last week, and were 3 above the corrected average; 3 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of Hackney and 3 to Battersea. ‘he deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 19, 16, and 19, in the preceding 
three weeks, were 16 last week and were 2 above the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of 
age, which had been 20, 15, and 17, in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 17 last week. The deaths from wflwenza numbered 11, 
having been 10, 7, and 10 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, of which all were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 53 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns or scalds, 4 to drowning, and 
7 of infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.+ 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 48 cases of enteric 
fever, 47 of measles, 2153 of scarlet fever, 145 of whooping cough, 
and 1557 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 3, 4, and 4; of measles, 
18 cases, against 36, 15, and 12 ; of scarlet fever, 253 cases, against 
244, 286, and 260; of whooping cough, 36 cases, against 2, 66, and 
33; and of diphtheria, 242 cases, against 174, 208, and 214. Table 9, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the

RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 
(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of December, 1915. The supply was in the ratio of 207 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services wnder their 
control.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 15:2 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated? at 18,136,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended January 22nd, 
January 29th, and February 5th, the rates had been 14°2, 14-0, 
and 14°7 respectively. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 hving were:—from all causes, 20°7 in Carlisle, 
20°8 in Reading, 21:0 in Swansea, 21:1 in Dudley and in 
Sunderland, 23°2 in Burnley, 24°5 in Ipswich, and 24°8 in West 
Bromwich ; from measles, 1:3 in Swansea, 1°7 in Stockport, and 
2:4 in Burnley ; from whooping cough, 1:4 in West Ham, in Smeth- 
wick, in Bootle, and in Warrington, and 2°6 in Coventry; and from 
diphtheria, 1:2 in Derby and in Wallasey. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


* Corrected as far as possible for deaths of non-residents and for those of residents 
occurring outside the area.

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Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For Lonpon there were 1993 BIRTHS and 1238 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
285 and the deaths 329 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 15:4, 13:9 and 13°9, per 1000 
in the three weeks ended January 22nd January 29th, and February 
5th, rose last week to 14°3. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 13°9 per 1000, being 4°0 per 1000 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1911-15. 

There was one death from enteric fever, the numbers in the 
preceeding three weeks having been 2, 1, and 1, and the corrected 
average 4. Thedeaths from measles, which had been 9, 8, and 8, 
in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 6, and were 42 below 
the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Hammersmith. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
1, 6, and 7, in the preceding three weeks fell to 2 and were 3 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 16, 19, and 29, in the preceding three weeks fell to 24, 
and were 5 below the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to 
Stepney and 4 to Lambeth. 'Thedeaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 16,19, and 17, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 20, this 
being 8 above the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to Wands- 
worth and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 17, and 17, inthe preceding 
three weeks, numbered 16, of which 3 belonged to St. Marylebone. 
The deaths from inflwenza numbered 9, having been 7, 10, and 11 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 55 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘Thirteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 7 to burns and scalds, and 4, including 3 
of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 50 cases of enteric 
fever, 52 of measles, 2,108 of scarlet fever, 176 of whooping cough, 
and 1,576 of diphtheria under treatment jin these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 4, 4, and 10; of measles, 
19 cases, against 15, 12, and 18; of scarlet fever, 196 cases, against 
286, 260, and 253; of whooping cough, 35 cases, against 66, 33, and 
36 ; and of diphtheria, 218 cases, against 208, 214,and 242. Table 9, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 16°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate. 
population, which is estimatedt at 18,136,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended January 29th,. 
February 5th, and February 12th, the rates had been 14:0, 14°7, 
and 15°2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death. 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 21°6 in Gillingham, 
21°8 in York, 22:1 in Oldham, 23°6 in Liverpool, 23:7 in Stockton- 
on-Tees, 24:1 in Dewsbury, and 27:7 in Blackpool; from measles, 
1:6 in Leicester, 2°0 in Wakefield, 2°5 in Stockport, and. 2°8 in 
Burnley ; from scarlet fever, 1:6 in St. Helens; from whooping 
cowgh, 1*2 in Derby and in Leyton, 1-7 in Darlington, and 1°8 in 
Coventry; and from dwuphtheria, 1:6 in St. Helens, 1:8 in Great 
Yarmouth, and 2:0 im Carlisle. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

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LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For Lonpon there were 1850 BIRTHS and 1319 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
391 and the deaths 236 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 18°9, 18°9, and 14°3 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended January 29th, February 5th,and February 
12th, further rose last week to 15°2. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14°3 per 1000, being 3°8 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
five years 1911-15. 

There was again one death from enteric fever registered last week 
as compared with 1, 1, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and a 
corrected average of 8. Thedeaths from measles, which had been 
8, 8, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 8, but were 43 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 6, 7,and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7 and were 
53 above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 19, 29, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
42, and exceeded the corrected average by 14; 5 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Stepney, 5 to Camberwell, and 5 to Greenwich, 
3 each to Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Southwark and Deptford. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 19, 17, and 20 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 14, but were 3 above the corrected 
average; 4 deaths belonged to Wandsworth. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 17, 17, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 19, of which 3 
belonged to Kensington. The deaths from influenza numbered 17, 
having been 10, 11, and 9 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, of which 41 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 3 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 8 to burns and scalds, and 5 of infants under one year of 
age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Beard 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 50 cases of enteric 
fever, 64 of measles, 2059 of scarlet fever, 190 of whooping cough, 
and 1624 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 4, 10, and 6; of measles, 
23 cases, against 12,18, and 19; of scarlet fever, 215 cases, against 
260, 253, and 196; of whooping cough, 22 cases, against 33, 36, and 
35; and of diphtheria, 220 cases, against 214, 242,and 218. Table 9, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 15°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimatedt at 18,136,180 persons in the middle’ 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended February 5th, 
February 12th, and February 19th, the rates had been 14°77, 15-2, 
and 16°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and a 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual dau 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 21:1 in Bury, 21°5 in 
Sunderland, 22°4 in York, 22°5 in Ipswich, 23°1 in Dewsbury, 23:8 
in Liverpool, and 24°5 in Grimsby; from measles, 2°0 in Leicester, 

5 in Stockport, and 2°7 in Grimsby ; from whooping cough, 1°3 in 
Norwich, 1°8 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 2°2 in Coventry ; and from 
diphtheria, 1°3 in Stoke-on-Trent and Coventry. One death Le

For LONDON there were 1698 BIRTHS and 1263 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
454 and the deaths 236 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 13°9, 14°3, and 15°2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended February oth, February 12th, and February 
19th, fell last week to 14°6. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14°5 per 1000, being 3°4 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1911-15. 

No death from enteric fever was registered, the numbers having 
been 1, 1, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and the corrected 
average 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 6, and 8 
in the preceding three weeks, again numbered 8, and were 56 below 
the average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 
2, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5, but exceeded the 
corrected average by 1. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 29, 24, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 28, 
this being 4 above the corrected average; of these 5 belonged to 
the Borough of Stepney, and 3 each to Southwark and Wandsworth. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 17, 20, and 14, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 11, and were 2 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of 
age, which had been 17, 16, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 12. The deaths from wnjflwenza numbered 13, having been 
11, 9, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 37 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 37 deaths, 2 were cases 
of suicide, and | of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 7 to burns and scalds, and 2 of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 51 cases of enteric 
fever, 69 of measles, 1,989 of scarlet fever, 196 of whooping cough, 
and 1,553 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 10, 6, and 6; of measles, 
23 cases, against 18, 19, and 23; of scarlet fever, 194 cases, against 
253, 196, and 215; of whooping cough, 15 cases, against 36, 35, and 
22 ; and of diphtheria, 118 cases, against 242, 218,and 220. Table 9,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had « population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 17°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated? at 18,186,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. Im the three weeks ended February 12th, 
February 19th, and February 26th, the rates had been 15:2, 16:3, 
and 15°7 respectively. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 25°5 in Gillingham, 
24:0 in Stockport, 26:2 in Cambridge, 26°6 in Exeter, and 27°8 in 
Liverpool; from measles, 1:7 in Bristol and in Rochdale, 2°7 in 
Woiverhampton and in Great Yarmouth, 3°5 in Stockton-on-Tees, 
3°6 in Leicester, 3°9 in Swansea, and 4°1 in Stockport; from 
whooping cough, 1:1 in West Ham, in Ilford, in Wolverhampton, 
and in Birmingham, 1°4 in Bootle, and 1°7 in Gateshead and in 
Swansea ; and from diphtheria, 1:2 in Middlesbrough, 1 *6in Barrow- 
in-Furness, and 2°2 in Southport. No death from small-pow ,was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

LoNpDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LoNpDON there were 1948 BIRTHS and 1534 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
305 below and the deaths 58 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°3, 15:2 and 14°6, per 
1000 in the three weeks ended February 12th, February 19th, and 
February 26th, rose last week to 17:7. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15:5 per 1000, being 2:1 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1911-15. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 1, and O in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 6, 8, 
and 8 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 4 last week and were 66 
below the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 2, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last 
week, and were 2 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 24, 42, and 28 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 27 last week, the corrected average being 26; 
3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Chelsea, 3 to Islington, and 3 
to Southwark. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 20, 14, 
and ll, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 26 last week, and 
were 12 above the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to Battersea, 
4 to Greenwich, and 38 to Poplar. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 16, 19, and 12 in the 
_ preceding three weeks, were 14 last week; 3 deaths belonged to 
Islington. The deaths from influenza numbered 21, having been 
9, 17, and 13 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 54 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to. 
vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns or scalds, 3 to drowning, and 
6 of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 57 cases of enteric 
fever, 104 of measles, 1939 of scarlet fever, 211 of whooping cough, 
and 1537 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 6, 6, and 7; of measles, 
AQ cases, against 19, 23, and 23; of scarlet fever, 234 cases, against 
196, 215, and 194; of whooping cough, 22 cases, against 35, 22, and 
15 ; and of diphtheria, 196 cases, against 218,220,and 118. ‘Table 9,

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RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of January, 1916. The supply was in the ratio of 209 
gallons fo one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Watcr Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had « population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 17°2 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated? at 18,136,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended February 19th, 
February 26th, and March 4th, the rates had been 16°3, 15°7, and 
17°8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 22°4 in Aberdare, 
23°5 in Bootle, 23°6 in Gateshead, 25:7 in Gloucester, 27:0 in 
Liverpool, 28°6 in Carlisle, and 30°4 in Rochdale; from measles, 
3°3 in Grimsby, 5°1 in Southport, 5°5 in Rochdale, and 6:0 in 
Swansea; from whooping cough, 1:4in Ipswich and in Burnley, and 
2:1 in Warrington. No death from small-pow was registered in 
any of the ninety-six towns.

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LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1943 BIRTHS and 1466 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
236 below and the deaths 35 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. ‘The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had. been 15:2, 14°6, and 17:7 per 
1000 in the three weeks ended February 19th, February 26th, and 
March 4th, fell last week to 16°9. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 16°1 per 1000, being 1°1 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1911-15. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 0, and 2 in the ~ 


preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the corrected average being |. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 8, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 15, but were 63 below the corrected average ; 
of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Stepney. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 7, 5, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks, numbered 3, this being equal tothe corrected average. ‘he 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 42, 28, and 27, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 17, and were 8 below the corrected 
average; of these 3 belonged to Battersea. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 14, 11, and 26 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 13, but exceeded the corrected average by 4. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had 
been 19,12, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 19; of 
these 3 belonged to Fulham. The deaths from influenza numbered 
22, having been 17, 13, and 21 in the preceding three weeks. 
Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 62 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 56 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Fifteen of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 


streets, 7 to burns and scalds, and 3, including 2 of infants under | 


one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 
CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 54 cases of enteric 
fever, 101 of measles, 1908 of scarlet fever, 205 of whooping cough, 
and 15]2 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 6, 7, and 11; of measles, 
22 cases, against 23, 23, and 49; of scarlet fever, 216 cases, against 
215, 194, and 234; of whooping cough, 3 cases, against 22, 15, and 
22 ; and of diphtheria, 135 cases, against 220, 118,and 196. Table 9, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the 
Administrative County of London, shows the number of cases of 
Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during the 
week ended March 4th, 1916.

For LONDON there were 2134 BIRTHS and 1604 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
18 below and the deaths 186 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°6, 17°7 and 16°9, per 
1000 in the three weeks ended February 26th, March 4th, and 
March 11th, rose last week to 18°5. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 16°9 per 1000, being 0°1 per 
1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1911-15. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 2, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to . and were 1 above the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 4, and 15 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 19, but were 72 below the 
corrected average; of these 5 belonged to the Borough of Stepney 
and 4 to Islington. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
5, 2, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 5, this being equal 
to the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 28, 27, and 17, in the preceding three weeks, numbered 
34, this being 4 above the corrected average; of these 8 belonged 
to Wandsworth and 3 each to Bethnal Green, Stepney, Lambeth 
and Woolwich. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
11, 26, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, were again 13 and 
equaled the corrected average; of these 3 belonged to Bermondsey. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 12, 14, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, again 
numbered 20 ; of these 38 belonged to Shoreditch and 38 to § Stepney. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 30, having been 13, 21, and 22 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, of which 44 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 45 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 87 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Sixteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns and scalds, and 1 of an infant 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 54 cases of enteric 
fever, 118 of measles, 1839 of scarlet fever, 209 of whooping cough, 
and 1478 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 7, 11, and 6; of measles, 
42 cases, against 23, 49, and 22; of scarlet fever, 195 cases, against:

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 


corresponded to an annual rate of 16°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate | 


population, which is estimated? at 18,136,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended March 4th, March 11th, 
and March 18th, the rates had been 17°8, 17°2, and 17°9 respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the 
death-rates in each‘of the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 22°3 in Nottingham, 
92:9 in Preston, 23°0 in liverpool, 23:1 in Dewsbury, 25°5 in 
Tynemouth, 27°0 in Swansea, and 28°5 in Barrow-in-Furness ; 
from measles, 2°0 in Grimsby, 2°9 in Newport (Mon.), 3°0 in 
Swansea, 3°4 in Tynemouth, 3°5 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 7°2 in 
Rochdale; from whooping cough, 1°2 in Derby and in Stockport, 
1°3 in Gateshead, i-8 in Cambridge and in Stockton-on-Tees, and 
2:1 in Warrington. No death from small-pow was registered in 
any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2027 BIRTHS and 1435 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
176 and the deaths 65 below the average numbers in the corres- 
ponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 17:7, 16:9 and 18:5, per 1000 
in the three weeks ended March 4th, March 11th, and March 18th, 
fell last week to 16°6. The death-rate in. the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 17°4 per 1000, being 0°6 per 1000 above 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1911-15. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week against 
2, 2, and 3in the preceding three weeks, and was equal to the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 4, 15, 
and 19 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 25, but were 
62 below the corrected average ; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Islington, 4 to Hammersmith, and 3 each to Fulham and Finsbury. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 1,and were 5 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 27, 17, 
and 34 in the preceding three weeks, ruse to 44, and exceeded the 
corrected average by 11; 6 deaths belonged to Stepney, 5 to 
Southwark, and 4 to Battersea. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 26, 13, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 11, 
and coincided with the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 14, 20, 
and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 14; of which 4 
‘belonged to Stepney. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 34, 
having been 21, 22, and 30 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 51 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 11 to burns and scalds, 6 to drowning, and 3 of intants_ 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


Casks oF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.+ 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 49 cases of enteric 
fever, 120 of measles, 1783 of scarlet fever, 237 of whooping cough, 
and 1448 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 8). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 11, 6, and 8; of measles, 
A5 cases, against 49, 22, and 42; of scarlet fever, 210 cases, against

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX: GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 16°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated? at 18,156,180 persons in the middle 
of the year 1914. In the three weeks ended March 11th, March 18th, 
and March 25th, the rates had been 17:2, 17:9, and 16°4 respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the 
death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 22°1 in Darlington 
and in Tynemouth, 23°4 in Aberdare, 24°0 in Southport, 25°] in 
Liverpool and in West Hartlepool, 27°6 in Sunderland, and 29:3 in 
Rochdale; from measles, 1-8 in Leicester, 2°6 in Swansea, 2°7 
in Great Yarmouth, 3°3 in Stockport, and 5°5 in Rochdale; from 
whooping cough, 1:9 in Leyton and 2°5 in Derby; and from diph- 
theria, 1°6 in Wolverhampton. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2173 BIRTHS and 1465 DEATHS: 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
47 and the deaths 6 below the average numbers in the corres-: 
ponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate 
from all causes, which had been 16°9, 18°5 and 16°5, per 1000 
in the three weeks ended March 11th, March 18th, and March 25th, 
rose last week to 16°9. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 17°2 per 1000, being 0°4 per 1000 above 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years. 
1911-15. 

No death from enteric fever was registered last week, against 
2, 3, and | in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average 
of 1. The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 19, and 25 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose to 28, but were 53 below 
the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Hammersmith and 5 each to Islington, Hackney, Stepney and. 
Poplar. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 5 and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7, and exceeded the corrected 
average by 4; 3 deaths belonged to Islington. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 17, 34, and 44 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 37, and were 2 below the corrected average ; 
8 deaths belonged to Wandsworth, and 3 each Fulham, Shoreditch 
and Greenwich. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 15, 
and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 17, and were 5 above 
the corrected average. ‘he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 20, 20, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 14 last week. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 27, having been 22, 30, and 34 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, of which 4] were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 1 was. 
referred to suicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to other 
forms of violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 5 to burns and scalds, and 4, including 3 of infants. 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 47 cases of enteric 
fever, 132 of measles, 1768 of scarlet fever, 242 of whooping cough, 
and 1427 ot diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 6, 8, and 4; of measles, 
38 cases, against 22, 42, and 45; of scarlet fever, 214 cases, against

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RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 
(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of February, 1916. The supply was in the ratio of 205 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 17-7 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is-estimatedt at i7 012,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended March 18th, March 25th, 
and April Ist, the rates had been 18-7, 17°2, and 7-7 respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the 
death-rates in each of the last four wooks ; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 22:0 in Hastings and in 
Gateshead, 22°4 in Tynemouth, 28°38 in Hull, 26°] in Cambridge, 
27°6 in Rochdale, 27°8 in Burnley, and 31°3 in Sunderland ; from 
measles, 2°8 in Swansea, 3°9 in Newport (Mon.), and 7°95 in Roch- 
dale ; from: whooping cough, 1:3 in Birmingham and in Manchester, 
1:4 in Warrington and in Sunderland, 1°5 in Burnley, 1°9 in

LONDON.* (The Administrative County, ae the 
City of London.) 


. For Lonpon there were 2202 BIRTHS and 1481 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
19°4,17°4and 17°7, per 1000 in the three weeks ended March 18th, 
March 25th, and Apr il Ist, rose last week to 17°9. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 18:1 per 1000. 


There was 1 death from enteric fever, the numbers in the 
preceding three weeks having been 3, 1, and 0, and the average in 
the preceding 5 years 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 
19, 25, and 28 in the preceding three weeks. rose further to 53, but 
were 43 below the average of the preceding 5 years; 12 of these 
belonged to the Borough of Islington, 5 to Poplar, and 3 each to 
Hackney, Stepney, Deptford and Greenwich. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 5, | and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 2,and were | below the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 34, 44, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 31, this being equal to the average; of these 6 belonged to 
Bethnal Green, and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 13,11, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, fell to. 
12, but exceeded the average by 4; of these 3 belonged to 
Greenwich. . The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, Which had been 20, 14, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 16 and exceeded the average by 2; of these 3 belonged to. 
Southwark. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 29, having been. 
30, 34, and 27 in ‘the preceding three weeks, and exceeded the 
average by 5. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, of which 41 were 
‘the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 3 were 
cases of suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to other 
forms of violence. ‘en of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
‘the streets, 4 to burns and scalds, and 1, of an infant under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 42 cases of enteric 
fever, 132 of measles, 1778 of scarlet fever, 243 of whooping cough, 
and 1425. of diphtheria, under treatment in these hospitals. on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 8, 4, and 4; of measles, 
23 cases, against 42, 45, and 38 ; of scarlet foyer, 202 Cases, against

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


Kor the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of LOLL: 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 17-4 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17, 312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended March 20th, April Ist, 
and April 8th, the rates had been 17°2, 17°7 and 17° 7, respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for ie several towns, the 
death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths ae certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 22°2 in Cambridge, 
2 (AD, Middlesbrough, 23°lin Warrington, 93-9 in Sunderland, 
26°7 in West Bromwich, 29°6 in Tynemouth ; from measles, 1° 7 in 
Salford, 1:9 in Swansea, 3-6 in Grimsby, and 4-0 in Rochdale ; from 
whooping cough, 1:7 in Birmingham and Darlington, 2°1 in “West

For LONDON there were 1975 BIRTHS and 1438 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
17°4, 17-7 and 17°9, per 1000 in the three weeks ended March 25th, 
April Ist, and April 8th, fell last week to 17°3. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 17°6 per 1000. 


There was 1 death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 0, and 1, in the preceding three weeks the average for the 
preceding 50 years being also 1. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 25, 28, and 33 in the preceding three weeks, again 
numbered 35, and were 39 below the average; of these 6 belonged 
to the Borough of Islngton, 5 to Greenwich and 3 to Stepney. ‘he 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 7 and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks numbered 3, but were 2 below the average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 44, 37, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks rose to 49, and exceeded the average by 15; of these 
6 belonged to St. Pancras, and 4 each to Islington, Bethnal Green, 
and Southwark. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 
17, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 15, and were 2 above 
the average; 3 of these belonged to Stepney. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had been 14, 14,. 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, were again 16, this being 2. 
above the average; of these 3 belonged to Paddington and 3 to 
Shoreditch. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 34, having been 
34, 27, and 29 in the preceding three Weeks, this is 10 above the 
average. One death from leprosy occurred in Kensington. 


Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 47 deaths, 10 were 
cases of suicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed to other 
forms of violence. Fifteen of these latter were referred to vehicles. 
in the streets, 8 to burns and scalds, and 4, of infants under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of enteric 
fever, 142 of measles, 1717 of scarlet fever, 249 of whooping cough, 
and 1392 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 5). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 4,4, and 7; of measles, 
38 cases, against, 45, 38 and 23; of scarlet fever, 165 cases, against

week ended April 8th, 1916.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


Hor the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had «a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 16°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17 012,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended April Ist, April 8th, and 
April 15th, the rates had been 17°7, 17°7 and 17°4, respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week 
ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 22°4 in Gateshead, 
22°6 in Dudley, 23:0 in Bath, 23°8 in West Hartlepool, 24:0 in 
Swansea, 25°3in Sunderland, and 26°9 in'T'ynemouth; from measles, 
2:1 in Stoke-on-Trent, 3°1 in Dudley, 3°3 in Swansea, 3°5 in 
Rochdale, and 3°6 in Stockton-on-Tees ; from whooping cough, 1°5

Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LonpoN there were 1866 BIRTHS and 1323 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
17-7, 17°9 and 17°38, per 1000 in the three weeks ended April Ist, 
April 8th, and April 15th, fell last week to 16:0. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 17°2 per 1000. 


There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
O, 1, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, and the average lL. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 28, 33, and 33 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 14, and were AS below the average ; 
of these 3 belonged to the ‘Borough of Islington, and 3 to Shoreditch. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 2, and 38 in the 
preceding three weeks rose to 8,and exceeded the average by 2. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 37, 31, and 45 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 35, and were 4 below the average ; 
of these 4 belonged to Islington, 4 to Camberwell, and 3 each to 
Stepney, Poplar,and Woolwich. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 17, 13, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 16, . 
and exceeded the average by 4. The deaths from diarrhoea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 14, 16, and 16 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 12, this being 6 below the average ;. 
of these 3 belonged to Poplar. Thedeaths from influenza numbered 
25, having been 27, 29, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, the 
average being 20. 


Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 4 were 
cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were: 
attributed to other forms of violence. Seven of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to drowning and 3, of infants: 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 39 cases of enteric: 
fever, 161 of measles, 1679 of scarlet fever, 232 of whooping cough,. 
and 1355 ot diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as. 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 4,7, and 138; of measles,, 
64 cases, against, 38, 23, and 388; of scarlet fever, 191 cases, against:

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


Kor the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 17°0 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year '915. In the three weeks ended April 8th, April 15th, and 
April 22nd, the rates had been 17°7, 17°4 and 16°4, respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week 
ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 21°5 in Walsall and 
in Wakefield, 22°0 in Hastings, 22°4 in Stoke-on-Trent, 22°6 in 

~ Dudley, 22°8in Burnley, 23°4in Darlington, and 26°7 in Sunderland; 
from measles, 2:1 in Dudley, 2:7 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 3°2

For LONDON there were 2124 BIRTHS and 1455 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
17-9, 17°3 and 16:0, per 1000 in the three weeks ended April 8th, 
April l5th, and April 22nd, rose last week to 17:6. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 17°2 per 1000. 


There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 1, and 0, in the preceding three weeks, and the average 2. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 33, 33, and 14 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 22, but were 33 below the average; 
of these 5 belonged to the Borough of Islington, and 3 to Lambeth. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 3, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks fell to 5, but exceeded the average by 1. 
The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 31, 45, and 35 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 31, and were 2 below the average ; 
of these 5 belonged to Islington, 4 to Hackney, and 3 each to 
Poplar and Lambeth. The deaths from duphtheria, which had been 
12, 13, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 9, but were 1 
above the average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 
2 years of age, which had been 16, 16, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 19, and were 2 above the average ; of these 4 belonged 
to Islington. The deaths from influenza numbered 41, having been 
29, 84, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, and exceeded the 
average by 22. The death of a male aged 22 from leprosy was. 
registered in Whitechapel. 


Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 50 deaths, 12 were 
cases of suicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed to other 
forms of violence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, 7 to drowning, 4 to burns and scalds, and 4, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of enteric 
fever, 174 of measles, 1643 of scarlet fever, 230 of whooping cough, 
and 1338 ot diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as. 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 7, 13, and 3; of measles, 
55 cases, against, 23, 38, and 64; of scarlet fever, 179 cases, against:

Hor the. NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 15-2 per 1,000 of their aggr egate 
civil population, which is estimated at 17, 312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended April 15th, , April 22nd, and 
April 29th, the rates had been 17°4, 16°4 and 17:0, respectively.

For LONDON there were 2279 BIRTHS and 1243 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
17-3 16:0, and 17°6, per 1000 in the three weeks ended April 15th, 
April 22nd, and April 29th, fell last week to 15:0. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 16°5 per 1000. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 0, and 0, in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 3, and were equal to the average. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 33, 14, and 22 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 26, but were 17 below the average; 
of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Islington, and 3 each to 
Shoreditch and Poplar. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 3, 8, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 6, and 
. exceeded the average by 2. The deaths from whooping cough, 
which had been 45, 35, and 30 in the preceding three weeks. rose 
to 37, this being 6 above the average; of these 4 each belonged to 
Islington, Hackney, and Bethnal Green, and 3 each to St. Pancras 
and Stepney. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 16, 
and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 6, and were 3 below the 
average. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of 
age, which had been 16, 12, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 14, this being 5 below the average. ‘The deaths from 
influenza numbered 22, having been 34, 25, and 41 in the preceding 
three weeks, and exceeded the average by 7. 


Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 43 deaths, 4 were 
cases of suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to other 
forms of violence. Fifteen of these latter were referred to vehicles 
in the streets,6 to burns and scalds, 3 to drowning, and | of an 
infant under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of enteric 
fever, | of small-pox, 231 of measles, 1594 of scarlet fever, 237 of 
whooping cough, and 1291 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were 
as follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 13, 3, and 4; of 
small-pox, 1 case, against 0, 0, and 0; of measles, 120 cases, against

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38, 64, and 55; of scarlet fever, 153 cases, against 168, 191, and 
179; of whooping cough, 37 cases, against 28, 10, and 15; and of 
diphtheria, 144 cases, against 158, 140,and 124. Table 9, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administra- 
tive County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious

NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns. 


For the NINETy-sIx Great Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of POU, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
| corresponded to an annual rate of 14 4 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,812,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended April 22nd, April 29th, 
and May 6th, the rates had been 16:4, 17:0 and 15:2 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week 
ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 20°7 in Great Yar- 
mouth, 21:1 in Merthyr Tydfil, 21-3 in Stoke on Trent, 21-7 in 
Oldham, 23°3 in Gateshead, 23°6 in Dudley, and 25:3 in Sunder- 
land; from measles, 1:6 in West Ham, 1°8 in Tottenham, 2°2 in 
Grimsby, 2°5 in Stoke on Trent, and 4:1 in Dudley ; and from

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whooping cough, 1:4 in West Ham, Southend on Sea, and Warring- 
ton, 1°5 in Burnley, 1°8 in Sunderland, and 1°9 in Lincoln. One 
death from small-pox was registered in Cardiff, but not one in any 
other of the ninety-six towns. 


_LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the . 
City of London.) 


For Lonpon there were 2207 BIRTHS and 1113 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
16°0, 17°6, and 15:0 per 1000 in the three weeks ended April 22nd, 
April 29th, and May 6th, fell last week to 13°5. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15°5 per 1000. 

There was one death from enteric fever, against 0,0, and 3, in 
the preceding three weeks, while the average is 2. The deaths from 
measles, which had been 14, 22, and 26, in the preceding three 
weeks, rose further to 27, but were 15 below the average; 5 of these 
belonged to the Borough of Islington, 5 to Hackney and 8 to 
Poplar. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 5, and 6 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 4, and were 1 below the average. 
The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 35, 50, and 37 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 29, and were 1 below the 
average; 9 belonged to Islington, 4to Stepney, 3 to Fulham, and 3 
to Wandsworth. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 16, 
9, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 9, and exceeded 
the average by 1. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 
2 years of age, which had been 12, 19, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 18, but were 1 below the average; 4 belonged 
to Islington. Thedeaths from inflwenza numbered 16, having been 
25, 41, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, and were 3 above 
the average. 


Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 45 deaths, 7 were 
cases of suicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed to other 
forms of violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 5 to burns and scalds, and 3 of infants under one 
year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 30 cases of enteric 
fever, 1 of small-pox, 233 of measles, 1549 of scarlet fever, 227 of 
whooping cough, and 1240 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were 
as follows:—Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 3, 4, and 4; of 
measles, 40 cases, against 64, 05, and 120; of scarlet fever, 167

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NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns. 


For the NINETY-sIxX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 19h, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 14°1 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the middle of the year 1915. In the three weeks ended April 29th, 
May 6th, and May 18th, the rates had been 170; 1o°2, end 14-4 
respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 19°0 in South Shields, 
19°3 in Cambridge, 20°4 in Salford, 20-7 in Sunderland, 20°9 in 
St. Helens, 22°3 in Wigan, and 22°9 in Gateshead; from measles, 
1*2in West Ham, 1°4 in Stoke on Trent and in Salford, and 2°1

LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2225 BIRTHS and 1098 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate ‘from all causes, which had been 
17-6, 15:0, and 13°5 per 1000 in the three weeks ended April 29th, 
May 6th, and May 13th, fell last week to 13°3. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14°9 per 1000. 


There was no death from enteric fever last week, the numbers 
having been 0, 8, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, and the 
average 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 22, 26, and 
27, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 23, and were 17 below the 
average; 6 of these belonged to the Borough of Islington, and 3 
to Hackney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 6, 
and 4, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 1,and were 3 below the 
average. The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 30, 
37, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 18, and were 11 
below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
9, 6, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 6, this being 3 
below the average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 19, 14, and 18 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 21, and were 3 above the average; 5 belonged 
to Islington, and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 10, having been 41, 22, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, and the average being 11. 


Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 1 was a 
case of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 40 were 
attributed to other forms of violence. ‘Twelve of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns and scalds, and 5 of 
infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 32 cases of. enteric 
fever, 2 of small-pox, 196 of measles, 1444 of scarlet fever, 214 of 
whooping cough, and 1225 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 4, 4, and 2; of small- 
pox 1 case against 0, 1, 0; of measles, 41 cases, against 55, 120,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended May 6th, May 13th, and 
May 20th, the rates had been 15:2, 14°4, and 14:1 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 18°5 in Dudley, 18°9 
in Bootle, 19°2 in St. Helens, 20°5 in Middlesbrough, 20°7 in Gates- 
head, 21°6 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 21°7 in Bournemouth; from 
measles, 1:4 in Plymouth and 2°1 in Stoke-on-Trent ; from whooping

LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2117 BIRTHS and 966 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
15°0, 18°5, and 13°3 per 1000 in the three weeks ended May 6th, 
May 13th, and May 20th, fell last week to 11-7. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13°4'per 1000. 


There was one death from enteric fever, the numbers having 
. been 3, 1, and 0, in the preceding three weeks, the average being 2 
The deaths from measles, which had been 26, 27, and 23, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell further to 13, and were 26 below the 
average; of these 8 belonged to the Borough of Islington, 3 to 
Finsbury, and 3 to Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 6, 4, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, numbered 3, 
but were 2 below the average. The deaths from whooping cough, 
which had been 37, 29, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 34, and exceeded the average by 13; of these 5 belonged to 
Shoreditch, 4to Fulham, and 8 each to Stepney and Southwark. 
The deaths from duphtheria, which had been 6, 9, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 6, this being 5 below the average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 14, 18, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 13, 
and were 4 below the average. Thedeaths from inflwenza numbered 
4, having been 22, 16, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, while 
the average is 7. 


Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 47 deaths, 5 were 
cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 41 were 
attributed to other forms of violence. Eleven of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns and scalds, 4 to 
drowning, and 3 of infants under one year of age to suffocation 


in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 35 cases of enteric 
fever, 1 of small-pox, 196 of measles, 1398 of scarlet fever, 218 of 
whooping cough, and 1248 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as

follows :—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 4, 2,and9; of small-pox, 
O case against J, 0, and 0; of measles, 64 cases, against 120, 40, 
and 41; of scarlet fever, 161 cases, against 153, 167, and 139; of 
whooping cough, 29 cases, against 37, 19,and 17; and of diph- 
theria, 172 cases, against 144, 120, and 169. Table 9, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Adminis- 
trative County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious 
Disease that were notified in the County during the week ended 
May 20th, 1916.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended May 13th, May 20th, and 
May 27th, the rates had been 14°4, 14:1, and 12°5 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 18:4 in Gloucester, 
19°4 in Gateshead, 19°5 in Rotherham, 19°6 in Great Yarmouth, 
91:0 in Middlesbrough, 22:0 in Halifax, and 23°3 in Bootle; from 
measles, 1°7 in Gateshead, and 2°] in Dudley ; and from whooping

Yarmouth. No death from smail-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2116 BIRTHS and 920 DEATHS 
registered. ‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
13°5, 138°3 and 11°7, per 1000 in the three weeks ended May 138th, 
May 20th, and May 27th, fell last week to 11-1. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°4 per 1000. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 0, and 1, 
in the preceding three weeks, numbered 2, this being equal to 
the average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 28, 
and 18, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 26, but were 7 below 
the average; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 4 to 
Greenwich, and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 4, 1, and 3, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and 
were 2 below the average. The deaths from whooping cough, which 
had been 29, 18, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 
33, and were 8 above the average ; of these 6 belonged to Lambeth, 
4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Stepney, and 3 to Woolwich. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 9, 6, and 6 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 7, this being 5 below the average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 18, 21, 
and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 16, this being 1 below 
the average; 3 of these belonged to Paddington. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 8, having been 16, 10, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, while the average is 9. 


Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 38 deaths, 10 were 
cases of suicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed to other 
forms vf violence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, 5 to drowning, and 2 of infants under one year of age 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 32 cases of enteric 
fever, 205 of measles, 1543 of scarlet fever, 205 of whooping cough, 
and 1251 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
enteric fever, 5 cases, against 2, 9, and 9; of measles, 54 cases, 
against 40, 41, and 64; of scarlet fever, 163 cases, against 167, 139,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12:0 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended May 20th, May 27th, and 
June 3rd, the rates had been 14°1, 12°5, and 12°5 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17°6 in Ipswich and 
in Sunderland, 18:1 in Oxford, 19°5 in Gloucester, 20°3 in Gates- 
head, and 20°7 in Stockton on Tees; from whooping cough, 1°3 in

Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LonpoNn there were 2080 BIRTHS and 968 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
13°38, 11°7, and 11-1, per 1000 in the three weeks ended May 20th, 
May 27th, and June 3rd rose last week to 11°7. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°0 per 1000. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 1, and 2, 
in the preceding three weeks, were again 2, the average being 1. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 13, and 26, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 24, and were 18 below the average; 
of these 5 belonged to the borough of St. Pancras, 5 to Southwark, 
4 to Islington, and 3 to Hackney. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 1, 3, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 2, this being | below the average. ‘he deaths from whooping 
cough, which had been 18, 34, and 33, in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 22, but were 2 above the average; of these 4 belonged to 
Poplar, 3 to Islington, and 8 to Lambeth. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 6, 6, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 11, but were 2 below the average. ‘The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 21, 18, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 14, and were 5 
below the average; 3 belonged to Islington. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 4, having been 10, 4, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, this was 2 below the average. 


Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, of which 38 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 389 deaths, 7 were 
cases of suicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed to other 
forms of violence. ‘I'welve of these latter were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 4 to drowning, and 3 to burns and scalds. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 37 cases of enteric 
fever, | of small-pox, 191 of measles, 1313 of scarlet fever, 211 of 
whooping cough, and 1274 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 9, 9, and 5; of small-pox, 
1 case against 0, 0, and 0; of measles, 33 cases, against 41, 64, and 54; 
of scarlet fever, 166 cases, against 139, 161, and 163; of whooping

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 

of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 

the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 

corresponded to an annual rate of 12°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate 

civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 

the year 1915. In the three weeks ended May 27th, June 3rd, and 

June 10th, the rates had been 12°5, 12°5, and 12:0 respectively. 

' Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 

in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 

last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 


rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17°4 in Birkenhead, 
17°5 in Liverpool, 17:7 in Burnley and in Gateshead, 18:0 in

For LONDON there were 2027 BIRTHS and 905 DEATHS 
registered. ‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11:7, 11:1, and 11-7, per 1000 in the three weeks ended May 27th, 
June 3rd and June 1Oth, fell last week to 10°9. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11°4 per 1000. 


There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 2, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, and the average 1. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 15, 26, and 24, in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 18, and were 16 below the average; of these 4 
belonged to the borough of Southwark, 3 to Islington, and 3 to 
Battersea. There was | death from scarlet fever, the numbers having 
been 38, 2, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, and the average 6. 
The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 34, 33, and 22, in 
the preceding three weeks, fell further to 14, and were 7 below the 
average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 6, 7, and 11, 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 9, this being equal to the 
average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of 
age, which had been 13, 16, and 14 1n the preceding three weeks, 
numbered 15,and were 4 below the average; of these 3 belonged to 
Bermondsey. ‘The deaths from inflwenza numbered 10, having been 
4,8, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, this being 6 above the 
average. 


Different forms of violence caused 22 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 22 deaths, 2 were cases 
of homicide, and 1 of suicide, while the remaining 19 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and 1 of an infant under one year of age to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 33 cases of enteric 
fever, 173 of measles, 1302 of scarlet fever, 213 of whooping cough, 
and 1286 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 9, 5, and 8; of small-pox, 0 case 
against 0, 0, and 1; of measles, 26 cases, against 64, 54, and 33;

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the ceaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended June 3rd, June 10th, and 
June 17th, the rates had been 12°5, 12*0, and 12°3 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17°1 in Norwich and 


in South Shields, 17°2 in Wakefield, 18°6 in Gateshead, 18°8

For LONDON there were 2108 BIRTHS and 1011 DEATHS. 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11-1, 11°7, and 10-9, per 1000 in the three weeks ended June 3rd, 
June 10th, and June 17th rose last week to 12:2. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11°5 per 1000. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 2, and 0, in 
the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal 
to the average. The deaths from measles, which had been 26, 24, 
and 18, in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 10 last week, 
and were 20 below the average. One death from scarlet fever 
was registered, as compared with 2, 2, and 1, in the preceding three 
weeks, and an average of 6. The deaths from whooping cough, 
which had been 33, 22, and 14, in the preceding three weeks, were 
13 last week, and were 4 below the average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 7, 11, and 9, in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 4, and were 5 below the average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 16, 13, 
and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 16, and were equal to 
the average ; 3 deaths belonged to the borough of Hackney. 'The 
deaths from inflwenza numbered 4, having been 8, 4, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, and the average 5. 


Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 2 were cases 
of homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to other forms 
of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 5 to burns or scalds, 5 to drowning, and 3 of infants under 
one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T | 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board. 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of enteric 
fever, 190 of measles, 1805 of scarlet fever, 205 of whooping cough, 
and 1280 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 5). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 5, 8,and 4; of measles, 46 cases, 
against ad 33, and 26; of scarlet fever, 171 cases, against 163, 166,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 11:6 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended June 10th, June 17th, and 
June 24th, the rates had been 12:0, 12°3, and 12°6 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17°4 in Cambridge, 
18-6 in Preston, 18:9 in Birkenhead, 20°5 in Dudley, and 21°7 in

Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For Lonpon there were 1964 BIRTHS and 904 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11-7, 10°9, and 12:2, per 1000 in the three weeks ended June 10th, 
June 17th, and Tune 24th, fell last week to 10°9. The death- rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11°4 per 1000. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 0, and 2, in 
the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were equal 
to the average in the corresponding weeks of the previous five 
years. The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 18, and 
10, in the preceding three weeks, were 22 last week, ‘and were 
9 below the average ; 53 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bethnal: 
Green, and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet Sever, which. 
had been 2, 1,and 1, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 5 last 
week, and were equal to the average. The deaths from whooping 
cough, which had been 22, 14, and 13, in the preceding three weeks,. 
further fell to 11 last week, and were 38 below the average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11,9, and 4, in the preceding 
three weeks, were 6 last week, the average being 7. The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
15, 15, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, were 135 last week, 
and were 4 below the average. The deaths from influenza numbered 
4, having been 4, 10, and 4, in the preceding three weeks; the 
average Was 9. 


Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, of which 42 were. 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 45 deaths, 14 were cases, 
of suicide, and | of homicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed, 
to other forms of violence. Five of these latter were referred to. 
vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, and 2, 
of infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metr opolitan Asylums Board, 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 47 cases of enteric 
fever, 191 of measles, 1273 of scarlet fever, 184 of whooping cough, | 
and 1313 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3), The admissions during the week, as com-.. 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows — 
Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 8, 4, and 6; of measles, 46 cases,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT ToWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 191], 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 11:1 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedT at V7 912,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended June 17th, June 24th, and 
July Ist, the rates had been 12°3, 12°6, and 11°6 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 16°0 in Huddersfield, 
16:1 in Lincoln and in Rochdale, and 16°4 in Walsall and in

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Darlington ; from measles, 1:1 in Sheffield, 1:5 in Oldham, 1°6 in 
Wolverhampton; 2°3 in Gillingham, and 3°1 in Dudley; from 
whooping cough, 1-4 in Sunderland; and from diphtheria, 1°1 in 
Tottenham and 1:7 in Darlington. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LoNDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1903 BIRTHS and 887 DEATHS 
registered. ‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°9, 12:2, and 10:9, per 1000 in the three weeks ended June 17th, 
June 24th, and July Ist, fell further last week to 10°7. The death- 
rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11°2 per 1000. 


One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 0, 2, and 8, in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 38 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 10, and 22, in 
the preceding three weeks, were 13 last week, and were 14 below 
the average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 1, 
and 3, in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, the average 
being 4. The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 14, 13, 
and 11, in the preceding three weeks, were again li last week, 
and were 4 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 9, 4, and 6, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 14 last 
week, and were 6 above the average; 4 deaths belonged to the 
borough of Islington. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 16, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 19 last week, the average being 21 ; 
4 deaths belonged to Islington. The deaths from influenza numbered 


4, having been 10, 4, and 4, in the preceding three weeks; the 
average was 2. 


Different forms of violence caused 26 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 26 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 21 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 2 to burns or scalds, and 3 to drowning. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 47 cases of enteric 
fever, 202 of measles, 1262 of scarlet fever, 173 of whooping cough, 
and 1303. of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 4, 6, and 11; of measles, 40 cases,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. | 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 10°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended June 24th, July Ist, and 
July 8th, the rates had been 12°6, 11°6, and 11:1 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
Causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 14°4 in Rochdale and 
in Stockton-on-Tees, 14°5 in Wigan, 14°8 in Stockport, 15°3 in

For LONDON there were 1936 BIRTHS and 889 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
12:2, 10°9, and 10°7 per 1000 in the three weeks ended June 24th,, 
July Ist, and July 8th, rose last week to 10°8. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11:2 per 1000. 


There was 1 death from enteric fever registered last week, as 
compared with 2, 38, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years.. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 10, 22, and 138, in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 18, but were 6 below the 
average; 3 of these belonged to the Borough of Southwark. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 3, and 2, in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and exceeded the average by 1. 
The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 13, 11, and 11, in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 8, and were 4 below the average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 4, 6, and 14, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 13, but were 3 above the average.. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, 
which had been 16, 18, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 16, and were 15 below the average; of these 4 belonged to 
Camberwell. The deaths from injflwenza numbered 6, having been 
4,4, and 4, in the preceding three weeks, while the average is 4. 


Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 43 deaths, 7 were cases. 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘Ten of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, 3 to burns or scalds, and 1 
of an infant under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 47 cases of enteric 
fever, 196 of measles, 1236 of scarlet fever, 162 of whooping cough,, 
and 1274 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com-.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 11:1 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended July Ist, July 8th, and 
July 15th, the rates had been 11°6, 11-1, and 10°7 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each ot the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured -by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 15:1 in Wakefield and 
in Sunderland, 15:2 in Middlesbrough, 15°3 in Bootle, 15°4 in

Brighton, 15°5 in Barnsley, 16°0 in Exeter, and 18°6 in Gateshead ; 
from measles, 2°2 in Wolverhampton; and from diphtheria, 1:1 in 
Bradford, 1:4 in Warrington, and 1°6 in Wolverhampton. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2031 BIRTHS and 896 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°9, 10°7, and 10°8 per 1000 in the three weeks ended July Ist, 
July 8th, and July 15th, remained last week 10°8. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°8 per 1000. 


No death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 8,1, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 
3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years, The 
deaths from measles, which had been 22, 13, and 18, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 16, and were 8 below the average ; 
of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Southwark. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 2, and 4, in the preceding 
three weeks, numbered 5, this being equal to the average. The 
deaths from whooping cough, which had been 11, 11, and 8, in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 8, this being 9 below the average. 
The deaths from diuphtherva, which had been 6, 14, and 138, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 8, and were 2 below the average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis winder 2 years of age, 
which had been 13, 19, and 16, in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 12, the average being 36. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 3, having been 4, 4, and 6, in the preceding three weeks, 
while the average is 4. 


Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths, of which 50 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 51 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to other forms 
of violence. Eight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to burns and scalds, 6 to drowning, and 6 of infants under 
cone year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 43 cases of enteric 
fever, 188 of measles, 1216 of scarlet fever, 162 of whooping cough, 
and 1266 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 11, 5, and 5; of measles, 29 cases, 
against 46, 40, and 48; of scarlet fever, 172 cases, against 162,

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170, and 150; of whooping-cough, 16 cases, against 9, 10, and 13;

NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 10°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended July 8th, July loth, and 
July 22nd, the rates had been 1171, 10°7, and 11°1 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 14°7 1n Burnley and 
in Middlesbrough, 15°1 in Sunderland, 15:4 in Cambridge, 16°4 in 
Darlington, and 22°8 in Bury; from measles, 1:2 in Sheffield,

For LONDON there were 1935 BIRTHS and 878 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°7, 10°8, and 10°8 per 1000 in the three weeks ended July 8th, 
July 15th, and July 22nd, fell last week to 10°6. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°7 per 1000. 


There were 2 deaths from enteric fever registered last week, as 
compared with I, 1, and 0, in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of | in the corresponding week of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 13, 18, and 16, in 
the preceding three weeks, fell further to 14, and were 8 below 
the average; of these 3 belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
2, 4, and 5, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, and were l 
below the average. The deaths from whooping cough, which had 
been 1i, 8, and 8, in the preceding three weeks, full further to 4, 
and were 8 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 14, 18, and 8, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 12, 
and were 4 above the average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 19, 16, and 12, 
in the preceding ‘three weeks, rose to 16, but were 52 below the 
average ; of these 3 belonged to Stepney. The deaths from inflwenza 
numbered 3, having been 4, 6, and 3, in the preceding three weeks, 
while the average for the corresponding week of the previous 5 
years was also 3. 


Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 39 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘l'welve of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, and 1 of an infant under 
one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of enteric 
fever, 184 of measles, 1221 of scarlet fever, 158 of whooping cough, 
and 1288 of diphtheria under treatment in’ these hospitals on

150, and 172; of whooping-cough, 11 cases, against 10, 15, and 
16; and of diphtheria, 147 cases, against 169, 147, and 158,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 10°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedf at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended July 15th, July 22nd, and 
July 29th, the rates had been 10°7, 11:1, and 10°4 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 16:0 in Bootle, 18°8

Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1893 BIRTHS and 936 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°8, 10°8, and 10°6, per 1000 in the three weeks ended July 15th, 
July 22nd, and July 29th, rose last week to 11:3. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°9 per 1000. 


Two deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as com- 
pared with 1,0, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 1 in the corresponding week of the previous five years. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 18, 16, and 14, in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 24, and exceeded the weekly 
average by 3; of these 8 belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
4 to Lambeth, and 3 to Shoreditch. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 4, 5, and 8,in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, 
and were 2 below the average. The deaths from whooping cough, 
which had been 8, 8, and 4, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 9, 
but were 8 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 18, 8, and 12, in the preceding three weeks, rose further 
to 16, and were 9 above the average. The deaths from dvarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been, 16, 12, and 16, 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 18, but were 90 below the 
average; 4 of these belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from 
wnfluenza numbered 38, having been 6, 3, and 3, in the preceding 
three weeks, while the weekly average is 2. 


Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, of which 51 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 53 deaths, 2 were cases | 
of suicide, 2 of homicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining 48 
were attributed to other forms of violence. Nine of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 16 to drowning, and 2 of 
infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T . 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever. Hospital there were 88 cases of enteric 
fever, 189 of measles, 1173 of scarlet fever, 145 of whooping cough, 
and 1253 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 8). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 5, 6, and 5; of measles, 29 cases,

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of June, 1916. The supply was in the ratio of 220 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded. to an annual rate of 10°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended July 22nd, July 29th, and 
August Sth, the rates had been 11-1, 10°5, and 10°8 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 14°4 in Rochdale, 


14°5 in Great Yarmouth, 14°6 in Bootle, 15:2 in Middlesbrough,

from small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1892 BIRTHS and 878 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10:8, 10°6, and 11°83, per 1000 in the three weeks ended July 22nd, 
July 29th, and August 5th, fell last week to.10°6. The death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°8 per 1000. 


Two deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as com- 
pared with 0, 2,and 2, in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 38 in the corresponding week of the previous five years. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 16, 14, and 24, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 15, and were 8 below the average. 
There was 1 death from scarlet fever, as against 5, 3, and 2, in the 
preceding three weeks, the average being 5. The deaths from 
whooping cough, which had been 8, 4, and 5, in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 7, but were 8 below the average. The deaths from 
duphtheria, which had been 8, 12, and 16, in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 8, but were 2 above the average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 12, 16, 
and 18, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 31, but were 141 
below the average ; 5 of these belonged to the Borough of Poplar, 
4 to Hackney, and 4 to Lambeth. The deaths from inflwenza 
numbered 2, having been 38, 3, and 8, in the preceding three weeks, 
while the average was 2. 


Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, of which 48 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 52 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 45 were attributed 
to other forms vf violence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 13 to drowning, 3 to burns and scalds, and 
2 of infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 35 cases of enteric 
fever, 178 of measles, 1107 of scarlet fever, 133 of whooping cough, 
and 1269 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 6,5, and 2; of measles, 25 cases, 
against 29, 29, and 29; of scarlet fever, 136 cases, against 172,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 10°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is’ estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended July 29th, August oth, 
and August 12th, the rates had been 10°5, 10°8, and 10°6 respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the 
death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 15°0 in Hudders- 
field, 15°3 in Aberdare, 16°2 in Bury and in Rotherham, 16°6 in

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Liverpool, 17°6 in Barnsley, and 20:4 in Bootle; and from measles, 
2°2 in Wolverhampton. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
: City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1864 BIRTHS and 846 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°6, 11°38, and 10°6, per 1000 in the three weeks ended July 29th, 
August 5th, and August 12th fell last week to 10°2. The death- 
rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°7 per 1000. 


Two deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as com- 
pared with 2, 2,and 2, in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 1 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 14, 24, and 15, in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 15, this being 7 below the 
average; 4 of these belonged to the Borough of Southwark. There 
was 1 death from scarlet fever, as against 3, 2, and 1, in the 
preceding’ three weeks, and an average of 5. The deaths from 
whooping cough, which had been 4, 5, and 7, in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 3, and were 8 below the average. ‘The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 12, 16, and 8, in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 14, and were 6 above the average; 3 of these 
belonged to Wandsworth. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 16, 18, and 31, in the 
preceding three weeks, rose further to 42, but were 155 below the 
average; of these 7 belonged to Stepney, 6 to Lambeth, and 
3 each to Hackney and Camberwell. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 2, having been 3, 3, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, 
while the average is also 2. 


Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, of which 38 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, and 4 to burns and scalds. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of enteric 
fever, 173 of measles, 1045 of scarlet fever, 159 of whooping cough, 
and 1238 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 5, 2,and 7; of measles, 29 cases, 
against 29, 29, and 25; of scarlet fever, 98 cases, against 171,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each . 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 10°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended August 5th, August 12th, 
and August 19th, the rates had been 10°8, 10°6 and 10: D, respec- 
tively. Table | of this Return shows, for the several towns, the 
death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Caer eel the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the wight annual death-

LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For Lonpon there were 1796 BIRTHS and 853 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11°35, 10°6, and 10-2, per 1000 in the three weeks ended August 5th, 
August 12th, and August 19th, rose last week to 10°3. The death- 
rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°6 per 1000. 


Two deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as com- 
pared with 2, 2,and 2, in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 24, 15, and 15, in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 15, this being 6 below the 
average; of these 3 belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey. There 
was again | death from scarlet fever, as against 2, 1, and 1, in the 
preceding three weeks, and an average of 4. The deaths from 
whooping cough, which had been 5, 7, and 3, in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 4, but were 7 below the average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 16, 8, and 14, in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 2, and were 7 below the average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 18, 
31, and 42, in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 60,. but 
were 160 below the average; of these 6 belonged to Lambeth, 
5 to Poplar, and 4 each to Shoreditch, Stepney, Wandsworth, and 
Deptford. The deaths from wmflwenza numbered 2, having been 
3, 2, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, while the average is 3. 


Different forms of violence caused 34 deaths, of which 32 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 34 deaths, 1 was a case 
of homicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed to other forms 
vf violence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to drowning, and 2 of infants under one year of age to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of enteric 
fever, 173 of measles, 1005 of scarlet fever, 131 of whooping cough,, 
and 1245 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows — 
Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 2, 7, and 7; of measles, 23 cases,. 
against 29, 25, and 29; of scarlet fever, 111 cases, against 121,.

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of July, 1916. The supply was in the ratio of 204 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 11-6 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended August 12th, August 19th, 
and August 26th, the rates had been 10°6, 10°5 and 10°9, respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the 
death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 16°2 in Newport 


(Mon.), 17:0 in Hull and in Merthyr Tydfil, 17°1 in South Shields,

For LONDON there were 1822 BIRTHS and 883 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°6, 10°2, and 10°3, per 1000 in the three weeks ended August 12th, 
August 19th, and August 26th, rose last week to 10°7. The death- 
rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°5 per 1000. 


Two deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as com- 
pared with 2 in each of the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 2 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 15, 15, and 15, in the 
preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, and were 3 above the 
average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, and 3 
to Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which has been 1, 1, 
and 1, in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, the average 
being 8. The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 7, 3, 
and 4, in the preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 11 
below the average. The deaths from dwphtheria, which had been 
8, 14. and 2, in the preceding three weeks, were 7 last week, and 
were 1 above the average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 31, 42, and 60, 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 92 last week, but 
were 150 below the average ; 12 deaths belonged to Poplar, 10 to. 
Lambeth, 8 each to Stepney and to Camberwell, 6 to Shoreditch, 
and 6 to Deptford. No death from inflwenza was registered last 
week, the numbers having been 2, 2, and 2, in the preceding three 
weeks, and the average 3. 


Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 51 deaths, 8 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 8 to drowning, and | to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 37 cases of enteric 
fever, 162 of measles, 1000 of scarlet fever, 112 of whooping cough, 
and 1239 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com-- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 7,7, and 6; of measles, 12 cases,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For che NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 191], 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 11-9 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended August 19th, August 26th, 
and September 2nd, the rates had been 10°5, 10°9, and 11°6 respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the 
death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 18:1 in St. Helens 
and in West Hartlepool, 18:9 in Bootle, 19:4 in Gateshead, and

ninety-six towns. 


LonpDoN.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1918 BIRTHS and 912 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10:2, 10°3, and 10°7, per 1000 in the three weeks ended August 19th, 
August 26th, and September 2nd, rose last week to 11:0. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°6 


per 1000. 


There was one death from enteric fever as against 2, 2, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks, and an average of 3 in the corresponding 
week of the previous five years. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 15, 15, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
13, and were 2 below the average; of these, 3 belonged to the 
Borough of St. Pancras, and 5 to Southwark. ‘There was no death 
from scarlet fever, as against 1, 1, and 2, in the precéding three 
weeks, and an average of 6. The deaths from whooping cough, 
which had been 8, 4, and 6, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, 
this being 8 below the average. ‘he deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 14, 2, and 7, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 9, but 
were | below theaverage; of these, 3 belonged to Camberwell. ‘he 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which 
had been 42, 60, and 92 in the preceding three weeks, rose further 
to 105, but were 134 below the average; ot these, 11 belonged to 
Poplar, and 9 each to Hackney, Lambeth, and Wandsworth. 
The deaths from inflwenza numbered 5, having been 2, 2, and 0 in 
the preceding three weeks, while the average is 4. 


Different forms of violence caused 33 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 33 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 26 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and 1, of an infant under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. 3

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 37 cases of enteric 
fever, 132 of measles, 990 of scarlet fever, 96 of whooping cough, 
and 1265 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 7, 6, and 5; of measles, 9 cases,

NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘J'OWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12:0 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17, 312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. Inthe three weeks ended August 26th, September 2nd, 
and September 9th, the rates had been 10°9, 11-6, and 11-9 respec- 
tively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for ‘the several towns, the 
death-rates in each otf the last four weeks; it also shows for the 
week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain 
individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 16:4 in Walsall and 
in Salford, 16°9 in Middlesbrough, 18:0 in Liverpool, 18°2 in

For LONDON there were 1859 BIRTHS and 984 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°3, 10°7, and 11-0, per 1000 in the three weeks ended August 26th, 
September 2nd, and September 9th, rose last week to 11°9. The 


death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11°0 
per 1000. 


Three deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as 
compared with 2, 2, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 4 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 14, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell further to 11, but were 2 above the 
average, ‘here was one death from scarlet fever, as against 1, 2, 
and 0, in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 3. The 
deaths from whooping cough, which had been 4, 6, and 3, in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 8, but were 6 below the average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 2, 7, and 9, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 4, and were 7 below the average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, 
which had been 60, 92, and 106 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 97, and were 130 below the average; of these, 10 belonged to. 
the Borough of Poplar, 9 to Stepney, 9 to Lambeth, and 8 to. 
Camberwell. There were no deaths from iwjlwenza as compared 
with 2, 0, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 4. 


Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 46 deaths, 6 were cases. 
of suicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 7 to drowning, 5 to burns and scalds, and 4, including 3 of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 42 cases of enteric: 
fever, 116 of measles, 980 of scarlet fever, 81 of whooping cough,,. 
and 1,262 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). he admissions during the week, as com-. 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 6,5, and 6; of measles, 9 cases,. 
against 23, 12, and 9; of scarlet fever, 130 cases, against 111,.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each

For LONDON there were 1942 BIRTHS and 968 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
10°7, 11-0, and 11°9,-per 1000 in the three weeks ended September 
2nd, September 9th, and September 16th, fell last week to 11°7. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
11°3 per 1000. 

There was no death from enteric fever registered last week, as 
compared with 2, 1, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 4 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 18, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell further to 9, and were 2 below the 
average, There was one death from scarlet fever, as against 2, 0, 
and 1, in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 3. The 
deaths from whooping cough, which had been 6, 3, and 8, in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 10 below the average. 
The deaths from dwuphtheria, which had been 7, 9, and 4, in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5, but were 7 below the average; 
3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Stepney. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had been 92, 
106, and 97 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 98, and were 112 
below the average; of these, 10 belonged to the Borough of 
Poplar, 9 to Bethnal Green, 9 to Southwark, and 8 to Stepney. 
The deaths from inflwenza numbered 2, having been 0, 5, and 0, in 
the preceding three weeks, while the average is 4 


Different forms of violence caused 37 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 37 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 5 to drowning, and 2, including 1 of an infant under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of enteric 
fever, 98 of measles, 1,012 of scarlet fever, 73 of whooping cough, 
and 1,292 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 5, 6, and 7; of measles, 12 cases,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘'OWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 18:5 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17, 312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended September 9th, Sep- 
tember 16th, and September 23rd, the rates had been 11-9, 12-0, and 
12°8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 19:0 in Sunderland

LoNDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1787 BIRTHS and 1114 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11-0, 11°9, and 11:7, per 1000 in the three weeks ended September 
9th, September 16th, and September 28rd, rose last week to 13°5. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
12-0 per 1000. 

There were 2 deaths from enteric fever registered last week, as 
compared with 1, 3, and O in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 13, 11, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks, again numbered 9, this being equal to the 
average ; 3 of these belonged to the Borough of Stepney. ‘There was 
one death from scarlet fever, as compared with 0,1, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, and an average of 3. The deaths from 
whooping cough, which had been 38, 8, and 2, in the preceding 
three weeks numbered 3, and were 10 below the average. ‘The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 4, and 5, in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 8, but were 4 below the average. ‘The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had been 
106, 97, and 92 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 90, 
and were 80 below the average; of these, 10 belonged to Fulham, 
7 to Lewisham, and 6 to Wandsworth. ‘The deaths from influenza 
numbered 5, having been 5, 0, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, 
the average being 5. 


Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, of which 66 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 67 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 62 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. ‘T'welve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and 5 of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in 


bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 36 cases of enteric 
fever, 91 of measles, 1,020 of scarlet fever, 63 of whooping cough, 
and 1,294 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 6, 7,and 5; of measles, 7 cases, 
against 9, 9, and 12; of scarlet fever, 151 cases, against 142,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-sIx GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
ot which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended September 16th, Sep- 
tember 28rd, and September 30th, the rates had been 12:0, 12°8, and 
13°5 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
‘certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17:0 in Oxford and

For LONDON there were 1849 BIRTHS and 988 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11°9,11-7, and 18:5, per 1000 in the three weeks ended September 
16th, September 23rd, and September 30th, fell last week to 12-0. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
12°38 per 1000. 


There were 3 deaths from enteric fever seni benet last week, as 
compared with 3, 0, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 4 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 11, 9, and 10 in the. 
preceding three weeks, were again 10 last week, and were 1 below 
theaverage. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 1, and 
1 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 3, this being equal to the 
average. Thedeathsfrom whooping cough, which had been 8, 2, and 
3, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 7 below the 
average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 4, 5, and 8, 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 12, but were 1 below the 
average. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 97, 92, and 91 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell further to 62, and were 69 below the average; of these, 7 
belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 6 to Lambeth, and 5 
each to Fulham, Stepney, and Poplar. The deaths from influenza 
. numbered 6, having been 0, 2, and 5, in the preceding three weeks, 
while the average is 7. 


Different forms of violence caused 85 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 85 deaths, 7 were casess 
of suicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Fourteen of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, and 1 of an infant under one year of age, to suffocation 


in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of enteric 
fever, 73 of measles, 1,087 of scarlet fever, 50 of whooping cough, 
and 1,857 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 5). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 7, 5,and 9; of measles, 11 cases,

NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended September 28rd, Sep- 
tember 30th, and October 7th, the rates had been 12°8, 18°5 and 
12°5, respectively. Table | of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17°0 in St. Helens,

For LONDON there were 2004 BIRTHS and 966 DEATHS 
registered. The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11-7, 13°5,and 12-0, per 1000 in the three weeks ended September 
28rd, September 30th, and October 7th fell last week to 11°7. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12-2 
per 1000. 


There were 4 deaths from enteric fever registered last week, as 
compared with 0, 2, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 9, 10, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 6, and were 7 below the average. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 1, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, again numbered 3, this being 2 below the 
average. ‘There was no death from whooping cough, as against 2, 3, 
and 2, in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 12. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 5, 8, and 12, in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 9, and were 5 below the average. The deaths 
trom diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had been 
92, 91, and 62 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 72, but were 
40 below the average; of these, 7 belonged to the Borough of 
Islington, and 5 each to Hackney, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, and — 
Camberwell. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 3, having been 
2,5, and 6, in the preceding three weeks, while the average is 10. 


Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, of which 36 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 38 deaths, 7 were casess 
of suicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, 38 to burns and scalds, and 4 of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 43 cases of enteric 
fever, 70 of measles, 1,074 of scarlet fever, 47 of whooping cough, 
and 1,410 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 5, 9, and 8; of measles, 9 cases, 
against 12, 7, and 11; of scarlet fever, 167 cases, against 158,

’ NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 11°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
clvil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended September 30th, 
‘October 7th, and October 14th, the rates had been 13°5, 12°5, and 
12°2 respectively. Table | of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each ot the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes.

For LONDON there were 1955 BIRTHS and 961 DEATHS: 
registered. ‘I'he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
13°5, 12-0, and 11°6, per 1000 in the three weeks ended September 
80th, October 7th, and October 14th was again 11°6 last week. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
12°2 per 1000. 


There was 1 death from enteric fever registered last week, as. 
compared with 2, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 4 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 10,10, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell further to.5,and were 14 below the 
average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been I, 3, 
and 3 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 2 below 
the average. ‘There was one death from whooping cough, as against 
3, 2, and 0, in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 7. 
The deaths from dwphtheria, which had been 8, 12, and 9, in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 11, but were 5 below the average. 
The deaths trom diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 91, 62, and 72 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 52,. 
and were 36 below the average; of these, 5 belonged to the 
Borough of Stepney, 5 to Southwark, and 5 to Lambeth. The 
deaths from inflwenza numbered 7, having been 5, 6, and 3, in the 
preceding three weeks, while the average is 10. 


Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 49 deaths, 4 were cases. 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Sixteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns and scalds, and 4 of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 39 cases of enteric 
fever, 61 of measles, 1,067 of scarlet fever, 44 of whooping cough, 
and 1,429 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com-- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 9, 8, and 12; of measles, 8 cases, 
against 7, 11, and 9; of scarlet ‘fever, 125, cases, against lod.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended October 7th, 
October 14th, and October 21st, the rates had been 12°5, 12°2 and 
11°8, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
‘yates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 18:0 in Warrington,

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18:1 in Bury, 18°6 in Great Yarmouth and in Gateshead, 18°7 in 
Middlesbrough, and 18°8 in Bournemouth; and from diphtheria, 
1-3 in Middlesbrough. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any.of the ninety-six towns. 


Lonpon.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2059 BIRTHS and 1053 DEATHS 
registered. "he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
12°0, 11-6 and 11:6, per 1000 in the three weeks ended October 
7th, October 14th and October 21st, rose last week to 12°7. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°0 
per 1000. 


Two death from enteric fever were registered last week, as 
compared with 3, 4, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 5 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 10, 6, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, again numbered 5, and were 15 below the 
average. ‘The deathsjfrom scarlet fever, which had been 3, 3, 
and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 3, but were 2 below 
the average. The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 
2, 0, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, numbered 2, and were 
4 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
12, 9, and 11. in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 138, 
this being equal to the average; of these 3 belonged to the Borough 
of Islington. The deaths trom diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 62, 72, and 51 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 51, this being 5 below the average; 7 belonged to 
Bermondsey, 6 to Stepney, and 5 to Southwark. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 6, having been 6, 3, and 7, in the preceding 
three weeks, while the average is 10. 


Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 43 deaths, 2 were cases 
of suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 38 to drowning, and 1 of an infant 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of enteric 
fever, 56 of measles, 1,130 of scarlet fever, 47 of whooping cough, 
and 1,490 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 8). The admissions during the week, as com-. 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows — 
Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 8, 12, and 2; of measles, 8 cases,. 
against 11, 9, and 8; of scarlet fever, 197 cases, against 159,

NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘T'OWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 12°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended October 1J4th, 
October 21st, and October 28th, the rates had been 12°2, 11°8 and 
12°9, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
ears the week ended last ee the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17:0 in St. Helens

For LONDON there were 1811 BIRTHS and 1054 DEATHS 
registered. ‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11°6 11°6,and 12°7, per 1000 in the three weeks ended October 
14th, October 21st and October 28th, further rose last week to 12°8. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
12°2 per 1000. 


No death from enteric fever was registered last week, as 
compared with 4,1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 6, 5, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 5 last week, and were 19 below 
the average. One death from scarlet fever was registered, as 
- compared with 3, 2, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 5. One death from whooping cough, was registered, as. 
compared with 0, 1, and 2, in the preceding three weeks and an 
average of 7. Thedeaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 11, and 
13, in the preceding three weeks, were 12 last week, and were 4 
below the average. The deaths trom diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 72, 51, and 51 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell to 31 last week, and were 23 below the 
average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Shoreditch, and 
5 to Poplar. The deaths from influenza numbered 7, having been 
3, 7, and 6, in the preceding three weeks; the average was 8. 


Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 47 deaths, 4 were cases. 
of suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seventeen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 3 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, 
and 2 of infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 47 cases of enteric 
fever, 62-of measles, 1,141 of scarlet fever, 39 of whooping cough,. 
and 1,528 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Satur day last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows — 
Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 12, 2, and 8; of measles, 17 cases, 
against 9, 8, and 8; of scarlet fever, 146 cases, against 167,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.! 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 13°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended October 21st, 
October 28th, and November 4th, the rates had been 11:8, 12-9 and 
12°6, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes.

rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 17° 4in Middlesbrough,

For LONDON there were 2117 BIRTHS and 1125 DEATHS 
registered. ‘I'he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
11:6 12:7, and 12°8, per 1000 in the three weeks ended October 
21st, October 28th and November 4th, rose last week to 13°6. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
12°7 per 1000. 


There were 2 deaths from enteric fever registered last week, as 
compared with I, 2, and O in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 5, 5, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 8, but were 16 below the average. 
No death from scarlet fever was registered, as compared with 
2, 3, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 6. 
The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 1, 2, and 1, in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 2, but were 9 below the average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 13, and 12, in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 15, and exceeded the average by 3. 
The deaths trom diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 51, 51, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 40, 
this being equal to the average ; of these 7 belonged to the Borough 
of Stepney, and 4 each to Islington, Lambeth, and Camberwell. 
The deaths from imflwenza numbered 9, having been 7, 6, and 7, 
in the preceding three weeks, while the average is 10. 


Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, of which 58 were 
: the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 59 deaths, 3 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 54 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seventeen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns and scalds, 3 to drowning, 
and 1 of an infant under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T : 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 45 cases of enteric _ 
fever, 67 of measles, 1,171 of scarlet fever, 36 of whooping cough, 
and 1,541 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 2, 8,and 11; of measles, 25 cases, 
against 8, 8, and 17; of scarlet fever, 157 cases, against 125,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of which. had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 13:0 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
| civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
| the year 1915. In the three weeks ended October 28th, 
| November 4th, and November 11th, the rates had been 12°9, 12:6, 
| and 13°83, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several | 
| towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
| for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
| certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 


rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 18°3 in Cambridge, 
18:6 in Great Yarmouth, 19°5 in Blackpool, 20°0 in Sunderland,

For Lonpon there were 1,832 BIRTHS and 1,154 DEATHS 
registered. ‘The annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
12°7, 12°8, and 13°6 per 1,000 in the three weeks ended October 
28th, November 4th and November 11th, rose last week to 14:0. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
13°83 per 1,000. 

Two deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as com- 
pared with 2, 0, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
_average of 2 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 5, 5, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 9, but were 15 below the average ; 
of these 3 belonged to the Bor ough of Southwark. The deaths from 
scarlet fever which had been 3, 1, and O in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 3, but were 5 below the average. There was I death 
from whooping cough, as against 2, 1, and 2, in the preceding three 
weeks, and an average of 10. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 18, 12, and 15, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 13, 
and were 3 below the average. The deaths trom diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 51, 31, and 40 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 30, and were | below the average ; 
of these 4 belonged to Lambeth, and 3 each to Paddington, Islington, 
and Bethnal Green. ‘The deaths from wflwenza numbered 16, 
having been 6, 7, and 9, in the preceding three weeks, while the 
average is 10. 


Different forms of violence caused 35 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 35 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and 1 of an infant under one year of age 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 39 cases of enteric 
fever, 69 of measles, 1,170 of scarlet fever, 35 of whooping cough,. 
and 1,556 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 8, 11, and 5; of measles, 16 cases,. 
against 8, 17, and 25; of scarlet fever, 131 cases, against 197,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNS of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 191], 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 15°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended November 4th, 
November 11th, and November 18th, the rates had been 12:6, 13:3, 
and 13:0,‘respectively. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual, death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 19°6 in Rochdale, 
19°7 in Ealing, 20°4 in Merthyr Tydfil, 21:1 in Rotherham, 23°2

The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
14-1 per 1,000. 

lour deaths from enteric fever were registered last week, as com- 
pared with 0, 2, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been. 5, 8, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 12, but were 15 below the average ; 
of these 8 belonged to the Borough of Poplar. There was no death 
from scarlet fever as againsi 1, 0, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, and an average of 7. One death from whooping cough, was 
registered as against 1, 2, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, and 
an average of 8. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
12, 15, and 13, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 9, and were 5: 
below the average. he deaths trom diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 51, 40, and 30 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell further to 26, and were 5 below the average ; 
of these 4 belonged to Camberwell, 3 to Paddington, and 3 to 
Shoreditch. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 17, having been 
7, 9, and 16, in the preceding three weeks, while the average is 11. 


Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, of which 42 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 43 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Sixteen of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 5 to drowning, 4 to burns and scalds, and 4 of infants under 
‘one year of age to suffocation in bed. | 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of enteric 


fever, 109 of measles, 1,128 of scarlet fever, 40 of whooping cough, 


and 1,584 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 


Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 


pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 


Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 11,5, and 6; of measles, 48 cases, 


against 17, 25, and 16; of scarlet fever, 120 cases, against 146,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at. the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 15°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended November 11th, 
November 18th, and November 25th, the rates had been 13°3, 13:0, 
and 15:4, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 


rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 20°5 in West Hartle- 
pool, 21:7 in Barnsley, 22°8 in Burnley, 24°8 in Great Yarmouth,

For LONDON there were 1,832 BIRTHS and 1,380 DEATHS. 
registered. ‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
13°6, 14:0 and 15:8, per 1,000 in the three weeks ended November 
11th, November 18th and November 25th, rose last week to 16°7. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
15:0 per 1,000. 

No death from enteric fever was registered last week, as com- 
pared with 2, 2, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of | in the corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 9, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose further to 19, but were 9 below the 
average; of these 3 belonged to the Borough of Camberwell and 3 
to Lewisham. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
O, 3, and O in the preceding three weeks, numbered 2, this being 
53 below the average. Nodeath from whooping cough was registered 
as against 2, 1, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 11. 'The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 15, 13, and 9. 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 14, but were | below the 
average. The deaths trom diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of 
age, which had been 40, 30, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 29, this being 2 below the average; of these 5 belonged 
to Lambeth, and 3 each to Paddington, Stepney, and Wandsworth. 
The deaths from inflwenza numbered 41, having been 9, 16, and 17, 
in the preceding three weeks, while the average was 11. 


Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, of which 52 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 55 deaths, 5 were cases. 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 47 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Nineteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets,6 to burns and scalds, and 5, including 4 
of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 42 cases of enteric 
fever, 127 of measles, 1,087 of scarlet fever, 39 of whooping cough, 
and 1,550 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com-. 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 5, 6, and 8; of measles, 38 cases, 
against 25, 16, and 48; of scarlet fever, 120 cases, against 157,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
-of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 17°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended November 18th, 
November 25th, and December 2nd, the rates had been 13:0, 15-4, 
and 15°7, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 22:7 in Southampton

18th, November 25th and December 2nd, rose last week to 20-4. 
The ‘death- rate in the four weeks ted last Saturday averaged 


16-7 per 1,000. 


There was one death from enteric fever registered last week, 
as compared with 2, 4, and O in the preceding three weeks, and 
an average of 2 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five 
years. I'he deaths from measles, which had been 9, 12, and 19, 
in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 25, but were 5 below 
the average ; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, 4 to. 
Greenwich, 4 to Woolwich, and 3 each to Poplar and Lambeth. There 
was Ideath from scarlet fever, as against 3,0, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks, and an average of 3. The deaths from whooping 
cough, which had been 1, 1, and 0, in the preceding three weeks,. 
rose to 4, bui were 5 beiow theaverage. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 138, 9, and 14, in the preceding three weeks, rose- 
to 16, and were 2 above the average; of these 4 belonged to 
Stepney. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of 
age, which had been 30, 26, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 33, and exceeded the average by 12; of these 5 belonged 
to Islington, and 4 each to Poplar and Lambeth. The deaths from 
influenna numbered oo, having been 16, 17, and Ad, in the preceding” 
three weeks, while the average was 14.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 36 cases of enteric 
fever, 154 of measles, 1,047 of scarlet fever, 45 of whooping cough, 
and 1.513 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 6,8, and 4; of measles, 41 cases,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, each 
of wh‘ch had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 20°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persons in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended November 25th, 
December 2nd, and December 9th, the rates had been 15:4, 15°7, 
and 17°8, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 


Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 25°0 in Portsmouth, 
95°2 in Preston, 25°3 in Burnley, 25°5 in York, 26°1 im Walsall, 
26°7 in Bournemouth, 27°6 in Rotherham, and 29°5 in Brighton ;

Kdmonton; and from diphtheria, 2°3 in St. Helens. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LonNDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1,771 BIRTHS and 1,810 DEATHS 
registered. ‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
15°8, 16°7, and 20°4, per 1,000 in the three weeks ended November 
25th, December 2nd, and December 9th, rose last week to 21:9. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
18°7 per 1,000. 

There was no death from enteric fever registered last week 
as compared with 4, 0, and 1 inthe preceding three weeks, and 
an average of 3 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five 
years. The deaths from measles, which had been 12, 19, and 25, 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 17, and were 13 below the 
average ; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Greenwich and 3 to 
Poplar. There was | death from scarlet fever, as against 0, 2, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 5. The deaths 
from whooping cough, which had been 1, 0, and 4, in the preceding 
three weeks, rose further to 5, but were 7 below the average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 14, and 16,in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 15, this being equal to the average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had 
been 26, 29, and 33 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 23, this 
being equal to the average; of these 3 belonged to Islington. The 
deaths from anfluenza numbered 81, having been 17, 41, and 55, in 
the preceding three weeks, while the average is 14. 


Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, of which 54 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 55 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, and | of homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 7 to burns and scalds, and ‘3 of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 39 cases of enteric 
fever, 193 of measles, 1,012 of scarlet fever, 45 of whooping cough, 
and 1,473 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 8,4, and 4; of measles, 66 cases,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 191], 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 23°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimated? at 17,312,295 persons. in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended December 2nd, 
December 9th, and December 16th, the rates had been 15°7, 17°8, 
and 20°2, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 32:0 in Hxeter and 
in Bath, 33°0 in Oxford, 34°83 in Southport, 35:1 in Hastings, and

For LONDON there were 1,687 BIRTHS and 2,028 DEATHS 
registered. ‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
16°7, 20°4, and 21°8 per 1,000 in the three weeks ended December 
2nd, December 9th, and December 16th, rose last week to 24°5. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
20°9 per 1,000. 

Two deaths from enteric fever were registered last week as 
compared with 0,1, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 2 in the corresponding weeks of the previous five 
years. The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 25, and 17, 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 31 last week, and were 9 
above the average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Woolwich, 
4 to Bermondsey and 3 each to St. Pancras and to Southwark. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 1, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 3 below the 
average. The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 0, 4, 
and 5, in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, and were 
8 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
14, 16, and 15, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 11 last week, 
the average being 12. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 29, 38, and 23 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 14 last week, and were 5 below the 
average; 8 deaths belonged to Hammersmith. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 86, having been 41, 55, and 81, in the preceding 
three weeks ; the average is 15. 


Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths, of which 58 were 


the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 60 deaths, 9 were cases. 


of suicide, while the remaining 51 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Twelve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 10 to burns or scalds, 5 to drowning, and 1 of an infant under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 


and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of enteric 


fever, 242 of measles, 922 of scarlet fever, 44 of whooping cough, 
and 1,445 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com-. 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 4,4, and 9; of measles, 92 cases,

The area of supply of the Métropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
ef supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control. .

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 191], 
the deaths* registered last week, among the civil population only, 
corresponded to an annual rate of 21°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate 
civil population, which is estimatedt at 17,312,295 persongy’ in 
the year 1915. In the three weeks ended December 9th, 
December 16th, and December 23rd, the rates had been 17°8, 20°2, 
and 23°7, respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 29°5 in Bury, 29°6 in

For LONDON there were 1,342 BIRTHS and 1,962 DEATHS 
registered. ‘l‘he annual death-rate from all causes, which had been 
20°4, 21°8, and 24°5 per 1,000 in the three weeks ended December 
9th, December 16th, and December 28rd, fell last week to 23-7. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
22°6 per 1,000. 


No death from enteric fever was Hanada last week as com- 
pared. with 1, 0, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 3 mn the corresponding weeks of the previous five 
years. The deaths from measles, which had been 25, 17, and 31, 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 25, and were 8 below the 
average; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, and 4 
to St. Pancras. One death from scarlet fever was registered, 
against 1, 1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, the average 
being 6. The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 4,. 
5, and 4, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 10 
below the average. he deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
16, 15, and 11, in the preceding three weeks, fell to 7, and 
were 7 below the average; 3 deaths belonged to Camberwell. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, 
which had been 83, 28, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 30, and were 8 in excess of the average; 5 deaths belonged 
to Islington, 4 to Fulham, and 8 to Shoreditch. The deaths from 
influenza, which had bean 50, 81, and 86, in the preceding three: 
weeks, further rose to 98, and were 81 above the aver age. 


Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, of which 61 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 63 deaths, 3 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 59 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 12 to burns and scalds, and 7 of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 37 cases of enteric 
fever, 257 of measles, 934 of scarlet fever, 48 of whooping cough,. 
and 1,485 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 4,9,and 5; of measles, 49 cases, 
against 41, 66, and 92; of scarlet fever, 86 cases, against 103,.
